E. R WASHBURNE’S GIFT. 


HIS PRICELESS COLEECTION TO BE 
DONATED TO THE CITY. 


Suggestions as to Where It Should Be 
Kept—A Memorial-Hall Proposed for 
Lincolm Park to Be Erected ‘by the 
Trustees of the Newberry Estate—How 
the Idea Is Received—Other Generous 
Offers to the Public. 


Mr. Elihu B. Washburne, who has been 
greatly overcome by the recent death of his 
wife, requires absolute rest and retirement, 
and has determined to break up house- 
keeping and return to the East, where sev- 
eral of his brothers and sisters stil! live. Be- 
fore he leaves Chicago he wishes to 
give to the people of the city, especially 
the German element, the priceless treasures 
he has collected during his long and eventful 
public life. Among them are those which came 
into his possession during his residence in 
Paris as the American Minister, when his 
actions during the Franco - Prussian 
war were so highly appreciated and 
received such grateful recognition. The 
various articles which came into his posses- 
sion at that time if kept together would de 
valuable mementos of that stirring epoch. 
Among these treasures are life-size pictures 
of Emperor William and Bismarck, which 
sited in recognition of his humane activity, 

3 to him with their own hands; pict- 
hiers, Gambetta, Lord Lyons, Ben- 
ab Franklin, and his own portrait, all 
the work of celebrated painters. In 
addition he has many mementos of the siege 
and the domination of the Commune in Paris, 
such as manuscripts, public documents, the 
autographs of many of the most celebrated 
personages of Europe and America, placards 
and proclamation posters of the Commune, 
photographs of many celebrities, and a silver 
servicé, valued at $6,000, presented to him in 
Paris. 

These very valuable objects he would be 
perfectly willing to present to Chicago, but 
he cannot well determine hew this is to be 
carried out. The Newberry Library, the Art 
Institute, and the Historical Society have 
tried to induce him to hand the collection 
over to them, but he has not been able to con- 
clue that either of these institutions would 
carry out his desire, and they have all re- 
fused to give guarantees that these objects 
should always be open and free to the gen- 
eral public. A proposition that pleased him 
greatly was one from the Lincoln Park Com- 
missioners, who proposed to erect a hall in 
the park for the sole use of the Washburne 
collection. Mr. Washburne will take no de- 
cisive steps in the matter until he has heard 
from some of the prominent and notable Ger-

Little actual increase in the volume of busi- 
ness is apparent either at Boston, New York, 
or Philadelphia, yet in all three markets the 
tone of the trade is better than a fortnight 
ago. The market is now less decidedly in 
buyers’ favor. Many holders who were will- 
ing to accept almost any offer the first of 
the month have relaxed their pressure to sel 
partly on account of past deliveries an 
partly because of thé. continued strength in 

urope and the p f firm Prices 
for the new clip in the interior. The 
outlook for the manufacturers shows no im- 
provement. Purchases are made with cau- 
tion and little in excess of present want 
while the number of looms idle for lack o 
orders is in the aggregate considerable. The 
increase of strength is particularly noticeable 
in the case of fine wools, which have sold in 
some instances , tol cent per pound above 
current prices of late. Supplies on the sea- 
board are much reduced and assortments 
are broken. Local buyers are picking up the 
early clips in Texas at. just about last year’s 
quotations.

REAL-ESTATE SPECULATION. 

The activity in real estate within six 
months has been very conspicuous, the first 
four months of 1887 witnessing an extraor- 
dinary increase in the speculative interest. 
The greatest activity hasruled in the more 
recently settled regions of the West and in 
those portions of the South which have 
shown marked progress in manufacturing. 
The proportions of the movement have caused 
some uneasiness, owing to the extent to 
which money has been drawn from the finan- 
cial centres to enable speculative and build- 
ing operations to be conducted. Of late, how- 
ever, money has been returning in good vol- 
ume. From an extended investigation made 
by Bradstreet's it is evident that the 
return flow of money is coincident with a 
check at many poimts of the speculative 
fever. But, as far as can be learned, real- 
estate prices have continued strong, indicat- 
ing strength independent of outside infiu- 
ences.

A Thousand Guests Listen to Prof. Cur- 
rier’s Band in the First Regiment Ar- 
mory—The Unique Decorations, the For- 


The Minnehaha Tribe, No. , of the Im- 
proved Order of Red Men, kindled its council- 
fires and held its first big outside pow-wow 
last night. The scene of the affair was the 
First Regiment Armory, and the pow-wow 
took the form of a reception and dance, at 
which the members of the First Regiment 
were the chief guests. About 1,400 invita- 
tions had been sent out to the tribes round 


about to come and take part in the rejoicing, 


and from the size of the gathering. it 
seemed as though all had been accepted. For 
the tribe of the Minnehahas is the most 
popular of all the tribes, and yet almost the 
youngest. Only four months ago its present 
members were scattered abroad, none know- 
ing his fellow. Then the tribe was organ- 
ized—objects, mutual help and benevolence— 
and now it numbers 300 braves. In form and 
method it is a sortof cross between the Royal 
Arcanum and the Odd-Fellows, with all the 
dene volence of the one and all the sociabili- 
ty of the other. 

The decorations were appropriate—that is, 
they were supposably Indian. From the 
central chandeher dangled the sacred belt of 
wampum—whatever that is—and from the 
others round about bung Indian war clubs, 
tomahawks, calumets, and other implements

around—and skins of the wild beasts killed 
with bow anda arrow in the interminable for- 
ests—at least, that is what Sachem Newell 
said. In the corner was an Indian tent, 
where the brave and his maiden could slake 
their thirst in the water of the mountain.

. COMMERCIAL UNION WITH CANADA. 
We print elsewhere a letter written by the 
Hon. R. R. Hitt to the Philadelphia Anvrican 
in which a solution of the existing difficulties 
with Canada is urged upon the line of Mr. 
Butterworth’s bill, introduced last session, 
which is that of complete commercial union 
with the Dominion. Mr. Hitt discusses the 
question in a clear and forcible manner, and 
goes further than Mr. Butterworth by con- 
sidering the necessary coördination of the 
internal revenue systems of the two coun- 
tries and the machinery required for running 
the custom-houses in doubie—questions which 
have been agitating the Canadian newspapers 
in their discussion of the problem. Granted, 
however, that absolute reciprocity is its most 
feasible solution, and it is difficult to see how 
any thinking person can doubtit, the ma- 
chinery tor the regulation of tariff and rev- 
enue ought not to be complicated. The two. 
tariffs are now not very far apart. 
The Canadians collect only about 10 per cent 
lower average duty than we, and by raising 
theirs and lowering ours to correspond the 
two could be adjusted without any material 
disturbance. oo far as the revenue is con- 
cerned, that need offer no difficulty, as it can 
be pooled and divided on the basis of popula- 
tion, which 1s the only equitable manner of 
division. 
Mr. Hitt’s contribution to the subject is 
particularly valuable because it answers a 
question frequently brought up—viz. : Wheth- 
er Canada, as she is not a nation, can make a 
treaty or enter into trade regulations with 
the United States without the consent of 
Great Britain. The best answer to this is 
that Canada has independently legislated 
upon the tariff on English and other goods. 
Mr. Hitt says: It 1s not certain whether 
‘she has the power to control the question 
“or the position to stubbornly oppose the 
“measure. Sir Alexander Galt said in 1880 
“and at other times that Canada nad full 
“ power over duties. The Marquis of Lorne, 
„% Governor-General, said in 1882 to the Can- 
“adian Parhament: ‘You have the power 
“to make treaties on your Own re- 
“sponsibility with foreign nations’; but 
te he added, ‘and your High Commissioner 
“is associated for purposes of negotiation 
“with the Foreign Office.’ ”’ The opposition of 
Great Britain isnot a sufficiently probable 
factor to be taken into consideration. It has 
not manifested hostility to any move Canada 
has yet made toward independence, even of a 


political tendency, and it is not likely that it 


will oppose commercial freedom, particularly 
when it promises to be a remedy for the 
troubles between two countries so intimately 
connected from a commercial point of view. 
This question has been raised because it is 
generally supposed that a commercial union 
will involve annexation, whichis by no means 
a sequence. When the time for annexation 
comes it will be the result of natural causes, 
to which no opposition will be made. Com- 
mercial union might expedite it, but it will 
not be an immediate result. It is as yet an 
open question whether the peéple of the 
United States.want Canada. In a recent let- 
ter to the President of the Canadian Club, 
who had asked Prof. Goldwin Smith his opin- 
ion as to the consent of Great Britain, should 
the Canadian Parliament favor a commercial 
union, the latter expresses himself very pos- 
itively on this matter, as will be seen by the 
following extract from his reply: 


The question is naturally asked, you say, 
whether the consent of Great. Britain could be 
obtained toa measure of complete ape goer A 
which would involve an assimilation o — 
between Canada and the United States. Cer- 
tainly, the Canadians, as loyal colonists who 
have every reason to feel grateful and attached 
to their mother country, would not act. in de- 
fiance of her wishes. or myown part. being 
British to the core, I would never vote for ~~ 
thing which I th t in the least de 

variance with the interest or honor o ores 
Britain. But Canada has already been taken 
formally as well as practically out of the com- 
mercial unity of the Empire by Sir John Mac- 
donald, who has declared that he is for fiscal 
home rule tothe hilt. Fiscal independence was 
formally conceded to the colonies some time ago, 
when the Imperial Government determined not 


sive rates from intermediate points. If im- 
portant interests on the Pacific coast require 
a suspension of the strict rule it should be 
allowed without in any manner sanctioning 
the extortionate injustice of charging 700 per 
cent more for a shorter than for a longer 
haul over the same line. Under no eircum- 
stances should à railroad be permitted to 
charge on a like quantity and quality of 
traffic $100 for a long and $700 for a shorter 
haul. If a profit is made in the first in- 
stance outrageous extortion is practiced in 
the second. No dispensatien of the short- 
haul rule should ‘authorize such monstrous 
unfairness. ‘Heads I win, tails you lose is 
the doctrine of the Pacific roads. A more 
insidious, malicious plan to tie tne hands of 
the Commissioners and pervert the new law 


could hardly have been devised. 


OUR NATIONAL DRINK BILL. 

The recent issue of a formal manifesto by 
the officers of the Knights of Labor enjoining 
abstinence from liquor upon the members of 
that organization lends added emphasis to 
the statistics of the use of stimulants in this 
country, printed elsewhere. Although the 
temperance cause in the United States was 
never so strong as it has been during the last 
two or three years, still it remains true that 
there is in round numbers a drinking pop 
tion of 15,000,000, or about one-fourth of the 
whole population, and that the average ex- 
penditure per annum for malt and spirituous 
liquors at retail—that is, to consumers—is 
$700,000,000, making an average expenditure 
per capita of $45.90. Less than half the 
15,000,000 drinkers really consumed this 
$700,000,000 in liquor. The agricultural half 
drank 10 per cent of the sum, and half of 
the remaining half, about 38,750,000, con- 
sumed fully 70 per cent of the total. Nearly 
all the wage classes, and all the Social- 
ists, Anarchists, walking delegates, and their 
dupes are embraced in this fourth of the 
adult male population, and that is where the 
bulk of their surplus earnings goes. “hica- 
go has about 3,300 saloons, and it is a low 
estimate to say that they take in on an aver- 
age $12a day, which makes in round num- 
bers $40.000 a day or $14,600,000 a year, of 
which amount not less than $10,000,000 is con- 


tributed by the 75,000 wage-workers of the 


city—a sum which would supply 3,000 families 
with homes of their own. 

If the officers of the Knights of Labor 
could enforce the doctrines they set forth 
in their manifesto they would strike a blow 
at poverty more powerful than St. Johnism, 
Georgeism, and Socialism combined could 
deal. The fundamental basis of poverty is 
alcohol, with its consequential wastage of 
earnings, health, and morals. It lies at the 
root of Socialistic discontent. It is the very 
breath and life of Anarchism. It adds to the 
despair of the situation that the more wages 
the discontented drinking class receive the 
more demoralized, fault-finding, and worth- 
less they become. They are mainly foreigners, 
but by their evil example they are infiu- 
encing American youths to indulge in the 
same lazy, drunken, aimless kind of life, from 
which they evolve as hoodlums and loafers. 
The manifesto of the Knights, therefore, isin 
the right direction. Any measure which 
will influence the wage-workers to save their 
money or which will, reduce the number of 
low groggeries and dives, which of itself will 
reduce the number of temptations to the 
spending of -wages that ought to be saved, 
should be welcomed as another step m the 
cause of temperance. The hope of labor in 
the future and the prospect for its elevation 
and success lie more directly in sobriety, 
economy, and personal interestin property 
than in any other measures, and the less 
money is expended on liquor the sooner these 
conditions will be brought about. The less 
intemperance there is the less poverty and 
discontent there will be.

TAXING FLOUR IN BRITAIN. 

The British flour millers are steadily push- 
ing the movement started several months 
ago in iavor of imposing a protective duty on 
breadstuffs imported by the United Kingdom. 
The proposition was the principal topic of 
discussion at a recent meeting of the Council 
of the National Association of British and 
Irish Millers, held in London, and the result. 
was the appointment of a committee to in- 
quire into the causes of the present de- 
pression in the flour trade.“ The matter is 
being taken up hy other associations. It is 
not long since the Manchester Chamber of 
Commerce failed only by a single vote to pass 
a resolution in favor of protective duties on 


articles imported from abroad which compete | 


with home industries, and now the Mark 
Lane Express reports that the Birmingham 
Chamber of Commerce has passed a resolu- 
tion declaring that it approves of the recom- 
mendations of the Fair Trade League in 
favor of a change in the fiscal policy of the 
country. 

It is not by any means probable that this 
pressure can be increased up to the point of 
inducing a change of the policy which has 
now been in force for more than forty years 
in the United Kingdomin regard to the food 
supply. The miliers and farmers may feel 
keenly the effects of competition with foreign 
sellers of breadstuffs, but they are in a mi- 
nority. They may possibly manage to induce 
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has gone by without the enactment of any 
such law. Nearly every Northern State has 
adopted the supervisory system in one form 
or another, but Illinois, instead of ranking 
with Ohio and other States noted for intelli- 
gence and prosperity, keeps company, in this 
respect, with Arkansas and that class of 
States. This is a cruel wrong to the 
wage-workers throughout the entire State, 
but more particularly in Cook County. 
A Savings-Bank bill which has passed the 
House is now pending before the Senate, and 
THE TRIBUNE would urge the commuttee hav- 
ing it in charge to see that it covers effect- 
ively the ground of supervision and that it 
passes. The dispatches from Springfield in- 
dicate that there is more anxiety at the Capi- 
tal to get a bill through on general banking, 
to be submitted to the peopie, than to enact 
savings-bank supervision, which requires no 
popular ratification to go into effect. It 
should be just the other way. There are 
State bank charters enough to meet all prac- 
tical demands for the present; but those 
having savings and trust powers are almost 
dormant. 


REORGANIZE THE E WATER DEPARTMENT. 
Mayor Roche’s selection for Superintend- 
ent of the Water Department could nbt well 


be improved on. Ex-Ald. Bond is a thorough- 


ly competent man of tried integrity and large 
experience. He served two terms in the 
Council, from 1881 to 1885, and his duties as a 
committeeman made him conversant with 
the management of the department of which 
he now assumes control. Last summer he 
was selected as Chairman of the committee 
to investigate the charges made by Ald. Hil- 
dreth and others against the way the busi- 
ness of the water office was conducted. His 
report published last February indicates that 
he became familiar with all the details of the 
management, and his recommendations in re- 
lation to the reform of abuses and the re- 
treachment of expenses were at the time 
generally approved. As head of the depart- 
ment now he will presumably give them 
effect. 

That there is need for reform is admitted. 
The expenses of the office are out of all pro- 
portion to the revenue derived, and they 
have been increasing from year to year, as 
the following figures will show:

93,117 | 1885 


The accurate figures for last year are not 
published, but the expense is estimated at 
$140,000! The collections for the year 1885 
aggregated $1,339,088. The cost of collection 
that year was nearly 9 per cent. It is apparent 
that the office has not been conducted on 
business principles during the last five years. 

If Mr. Bond now acts on his own report he 
will reduce the force of the office, turning 
adrift the Aldermanic pets who were per- 
mitted to waste their time during the hours 
when they should have been at work,“ and 
who were “ favored to the detriment of the 
service.“ He will also introduce a different 
system of bookkeeping so as to provide 
checks against leakages But the first duty 
will be retrenchment and a reorganization of 
the office force. The city will for some time 
to come—for seme years perhaps—have to 
depend on the revenue of the department to 
extend the facilities for a supply of pure 
water. 


Wat was described in Tue Trisuxe 
Springfield dispatches yesterday as the Town 
Consolidation bill wagpriginally intended as 
a bill to simplify suburban annexation, and 
was drafted by Mr. F. S. Winston with that 
end in view. A slight amendment makes it 
answer the purposes of consolidation as well. 
It is now almost certain that it will become law, 
and it will afford a simple and easy method

of adding such territory as is ripe for annex- 


ation to the city. It will supersede the pres- 
ent cumbrous and obstructive so-called an- 
nexation law, which was designed to prevent 
annexation. Under the provisions of the new 
measure all that will be necessary to submit 
the question of the annexation of any terri- 
tory more than half a square mile to a vote of 
the people of the town from which it is to be 
set off and the people of the town to which 
it is to be added will de the 
petition of 100 voters residing in the 
territory to be annexed. The “half of a 
square mile limit, it is understood, was in- 
serted in the bill to meet the case of that 
corner of the Townof Cicero known as 
Brighton Park, which will offer to come into 
the city next spring. Adding territory to 
any of the Chicago towns under this act adds 
it to the city, as it is provided that where the 
town to which the territory is annexed lies 
wholly within a city the boundaries of such 
city shall be extended so as to include the 
new territory. This is a provision of tlie ex- 
isting law. Under it portions of Lake View, 
Cicéro, Hyde Park, and Lake will probably 
be added to Chicago next spring. The south- 
eastern section of Lake View wants to come 
in just nowin order toescape the heavy taxa- 
tion which the new city government to be 
erected in that municipality next month will 
certainly impose. As far as the bill concerns 
the consolidation of the three Chicago towns 
it must be observed that such consolidation 
cannot take place unless the majority of the 
voters of each town shall so determine by 
their ballots. If any one gives a majority 
against consolidation it cannot take place. 
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We print elsewhere an abstract of Lieut. 
Zalinski’s lecture on the dynamite air-gun, 
which was dehvered recently in New York. 
Its importance consists in the fact that this 
gun furnishes the only effective means of de- 
fense for our seaports in case of war with 
a foreign Power during the next few years. 
As compared with the Whitehead torpedo the 
dynamite missile has ten times the speed and 
infinitly greater destructive power. It is 
light and comparatively inexpensive,.can be 
quickly made, mounted on all our forts and 
outer harbor points, and placed on board any 
kind of a steam craft that can slip out at 
night and deal death and destruction among 
the enemy’s ironclads. Once the dynamite 
air-gun cruiser, that “most infernal triumph 
of American ingenuity,” as the London Times 
calls it, is in operation, with its capacity for 


carrying three of these guns, which can be fired 


three times successively in two minutes, and 
which can hur! 12,000 pounds of nitro-gelatine, 
ten times more powerful than dynamite, 
British ironclads will not care to venture 
near our ports and our Government may go 
ahead and force a settlement of the fishery 
question on its own terms. When England 
can no longer enforce her interpretation of 
treaty provisions by threatening bombard- 
ment the game will be our own hands and 
Canada will be ready close up every cus- 
tom-house on the frontier and take reciproci- 
ty, even if it should ultimately involve an- 
nexation. 


JUDGE JAMIESON has hit upon a happy plan 
for expediting the business of his court and 
thus clearing his docket, He insists that 
Jawyers shall abridge their pleadings, fur- 
nish an abstract of the evidence to the court, 
and condense their arguments.. The practice 
in the Supreme Court of the State probably 
suggested the idea to Judge Jamieson, but it 

is an excellent one. The time of the courts 
is now taken up with lugubrious, long- 
winded speeches in which “damnable iter- 
ation“ plays a conspicuous part. The Judge 
is lectured on the law of a case by pleaders 
who are blissfully ignorant of the construc- 
tion of the law themselves, until patience 
ceases to be a virtue. The new plan will not 
only expedite business and save expense to 
the county, but it will also have an excellent 
educating influence on young lawyers. 


Mr. Goscuen’s budget recommendations 
are likely to get him into trouble. For the 
purpose of making it appear that the Tories 
are conducting business within their revenue 
he has ceased to pay off the usual portion of 
the national debt. This offends the tradi- 
tional notions of the Liberal Unionists, and

THE growing disposition on the part of the 
Nova Scotians to secede from the Dominion and 
become part and parcel of the United States is 
flattering to american pride; butit should not be 
torgotten that the hold which Nova Scotia has 
on the rest of Canada is and always has been 
very slight. Any athletic and determined man

SAVINGS BANKS IN ILLINOIS. 

In no respect does this State make a less 
creditable showing than in the matter of 
savings banks. There are only a few of 
them, and not half a dozen in all Illinois are 
first-class institutions. It may be said with 
truth that a workingman would better put 
his savings into a homestead than keep a 
heavy bank account; but the frugality and 
economy which lead to a home of one’s own 
begin in savings too small for a payment on 
a piece. of land, however cheap the property 
and easy the terms. In getting started to- 
ward the ownership of real estate, improved 
or unimproved, the difficulty is to get enough 
money ahead to justify the purchase. The 
savings bank is the nursery in which the * 
tant homestead is cared for. 

The smallness of savings deposits in IIli- 
nois finds its fundamental explanation in the 
failures of nearly ten years ago, when the 
State Savings Institution, the Bee-Hive, 
and other concerns of the same sort went 
down with a crash. Nothing has been done 
by the State te restore public confidence. 
The first to convene after that 
crash should have passed a bill providing for 
a thorough supervision of all savings banks 
in the State and the publication of their con- 


K. Cartter, Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Courtof the District of Columbia, printed 
elsewhere, will be read with interest as 
throwing light upon his intimacy with Abra- 
ham Lincoln and the important services he 
rendered himinthe days of the Nation’s 
greatest danger. He began life as a printer, 
then studied law, and drifted into politics as 
a Democrat opposed to the extension of 
slavery. He left that party in 1856, and was 
Chairman of the Ohio delegation in the first 
Lincoln convention, where he did good serv- 
ice in securing his nomination. In 1868 he 
was called to Washington and appointed to 
the Supreme Court ata time when the city 
was in disorder and needed just such an en- 
ergetic, fearless man at the head of the Dis- 
trict bench. He was one of that fighting 
group which included Thad Stevens, Zach 
Chandler, and Ben Wade, who stood by the 
President and braced him up when he grew 
despondent, as was sometimes the case. He 
was a really great man, with many of Lin- 
coln’s characteristics, but he was physically 
lazy, while Lincoln was industrious. Had he 
reached the Presidency he would have con- 
ducted the War of the Rebellion with great 
vigor and courage and on radical lines. He 
was alsoa powerful factor in Ohio politics 
from 1854 to 1864.

Rates for Coal. 

CLEVELAND, O., April 22.—An important 
meeting of lines interested in lake transpor- 
tation of bituminous coal was held here to- 
day. It was the third of a series of meetings 
held to harmonize the coal rates under the 
Inter-State Commerce law. Today, however, 
the following rates were agreed to: 

One dollar and ten cents perton for Pittsburg 
coal delivered aboard vessels, and 95 cents per 
ton for Ohio coal so delivered, the rates to take 
effect next Mongay. 

This schedule was adopted after a discus- 
sion of several hours and is not very satis- 
factory to anybody. The chief complaint 
heretofore has been made by the Pittsburg 
coal operators, who have ciaimed that the 
differential of 15 cents taken by the Hocking 
Valiey is excessive. and they accordingly 
asked that the Pittsburg rate be lowered. 
The rates have heretofore been ostensibly 
$1.20 for Pittsburg coal delivered on board 
vessels and $1.05 for Hocking Valley coal: 
The rates are not satisfactory to the Pitts- 
burg operators, who wished the differential 
reduced, but were accepted as the best con- 
cession that could be obtained under the cir- 
cumstances. 


No ‘Passes for Stockholders, 
CLEVELAND, O., April 22.—One of the effects 
of the Inter-State Commerce law is a Lake 
Shore order recently promulgated directing 
conductors not to honor Lake Shore certifi- 
cates of stock fora passage on the annual- 
election day, May 4.

COOK COUNTY’S LEGAL BUSINESS. 


The Need of More Judges Set Forth—Tax. 
payer Answered. 

Cuicaco, April 22.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. It seems to the writer that your cor- 
respondent “Taxpayer” cannot have under- 
stood all the facts in regard to the bill now 
pending in the Senate of this.State for an in- 
crease of the Judges in this county. The 
Appellate Court of this district has jurisdic- 
tion only of this county. While the Supreme 
Court has the authority to designate any of 
the Circuit Judges in the State as Judges of 
the Ap te Court of this district, and has 
heretofore selected some non-resident Jud 
no more @ nt- 
ments will be made for this district es of 
Cook County Judges. The vast accumula- 
tion of business in the Criminal Court 
demands that, under the present law 
providing for twelve terms of that 
court per year, there should be tour Judges 
in that court, and that they should sit con- 
tinuously, without the ordinary summer va- 
cation.

FINING WEAK EMPLOYES. 


THE PITIABLE RESULTS OF A SYSTEM 
LOCALLY IN VOGUE. 


Figures Relating to the Practice in a 
Number of Large Establishments—For 
What Fines Are Imposed and What 
.Employers and Employes Have to Say 
on the Subject—Young Women Who 
Are Practically Driven Into Immoral- 
ity. 

The unjust fining of women-workers by 
their employers is a subject which is fre- 
quently dilated upon with exaggerated elo- 
quence, and which is difficult to chain in the 
narrow confines of a statistician’s report. 
The unfortunate results of the low wage 
and hedvy fining system reach far beyond 
the mere facts which the biennial report of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics is able to 
make. It is a task forthe novelist to com- 
plete. No thorough investigation has ever 
been given to this subject, and the difficul- 
ties are formidable in making such 
an investigation. Very few firms that 
practice fining will talk about, it 
while the employés are usually afraid to talk 
of the matter for fear of being discharged. Of 
the thirty-seven factories from which reports 
were obtained in this State fourteen admit- 
ted fining; twenty-three do not fine. The 
factories not fining, from which reports were 
obtained, employ a total of 2,605 employés, 
2,086 of whom are females, 413 males, and 106 
are reported as children, though very many 
not so reported certainly appear to be under 
16 years of age. The fourteen places in 
which the fining system was admitted to ex- 
ist employ a total of 3,225, of whom 2,463 are 
females and 281 children.’ 

So far as factories are concerned, it 
was revealed. in the investigation con- 
ducted by the State that only females 
are fined; that factories employ- 
ing the largest number of females fine 
most; and that the younger the employé the 
more severe the tines. Men are never fined 
in factories; they will not stand it, and 
older and more mature female employés are 
rarely fined for the same reason. Com d 
with New York and some other of the older 
industrial States it is said that the fining 
system has not assumed alarming propor- 
tions in Illinois, but that the growing favor 
the system finds with proprietors is to be 


deplored. 
t is believed that the fining of clerks in 
stores does not exist in IIlinois outside of 


‘Chicago, where it is practically in vogue in 


all the large retail houses. It is sometimes 
systematic, sometimes purely dependent 
upon the judgment or caprice of the r- 
walker. 

In one establishment there are 800 clerks. 
Two are men, 515 women, sixty-nine boys, 
and eighty-five girls. The superintendent 
said that the fining system was an internal 
regulation between themselves and their em- 


ployés in which the State had no right to in- 


terfere.” In this store the cash girls—wno 
are mostly children under 14 years of age 
state that they get but. a week; that they 
are fined for every mistake, for laughing, 
talking, or for not flying around fast enoug 
to suit the floor-walker. Fines on cash girls 
range from five to 20 cents. Saleswomen are 
fined for various offenses, One young woman 
had laughed and was fined 25 cents. Some 
one made the statement that floor-walkers ” 
are expected to fine employés at least the 
amount of their salaries per week. 
Time-checks are punched and the number 
of the clerk and the time she enters upon 
duty placed upon a board by a _time-checker. 
If a clerk is not exactly upon time he refuses 
to punch the time-check, and either makes 
her lose half a day or fines at his discretion. 
Some of the rules for taxation, as given by a 
clerk in the large establishment mentioned, 
are: for mistakes in summing up salesbook a 
fine of from 10 to 25 cents is imposed; for be- 
ing off the floor more than seven minutes at 
a time, 25 cents; for talking, one clerk to an- 
other, 25 cents: for breaking articles in the 
store, one-third more than retail 
price of article broken; for not hav- 
in books su up correctly flve 
minutes after the bell rings, 25 cents;

One girl 
was fined 25 cents for eating a piece of ice 
during a very warm day in summer, another 
was fined 25 cents for humming while clean- 
ing stock; another 50 cents for breaking a 
glass in a picture-frame which sold for 35 
cents. 

The fines in many of the retail stores for 
being late is a cent a minute. One girl vent- 
ured the opinion that if her absence caused a 
loss to the firm of 60 cents per hour it was 
strange that her 8 should only be 
worth $4.50 per week. | 

One young girl had a position in one of the 
largé retail stores at a saiary that would pay 
her board and car fare and ge her a surplus 
of 40 cents a week. Fines had from time to 
time reduced her co until she had run be- 
hina $7.50. Her landlady testified to the 
worthy character of the girl, but said she 
could not afford to keep her unless she paid 
her board. The mood to which such circum- 
stances would reduce a young girl and the 
outcome of that mood are not difficult to im-

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Tardiness is doubtless the cause of very 
much of the fining. An employé of this fac- 
tory stated that one rainy morning $14 was 
charged up in fines on account of 140 girls 
being ten minutes late. 

Large numbers of children are employed 
among the weavers. The employers state 
that hey are all over 14 years of age, and 
doubtless they are entered by their pareuts 
as being that age, but many of them do not 
appear to be over 10. Weavers state that 
their wages. will not average $1 per day, 
while many cannot earn their board. 
They say that fines are imposed at 
the rate of 10 cents per cut for anything 


that can be called defective work, though in 


most cases the work is put upon the market 
as standard. Fines are also imposed for 
tardiness, and this is counted a t hard- 
ship, especially for the children, for the mill 
runs eleven hours per day. 

At the watch-case iactory, though fines 
were infrequently im they were not 
arrantly unfair in their nature. 

At the shirt factory there were fines when 
tardiness became habitual. As the pay will 
not average over $3.50 per week it stands to

THE JOHNS HOPKINS UNIVERSITY. 


The Contest Concerning the Site of the 


College Buildings Renewed. 

BALTIMORE, Md., April 22.—[Special.]— 
When Johns Hopkins died and left over 
$3,000,000 to found the university which 
bears his name he wanted the stitution 
located on his large estate at Clifton, 
just outside the city limits. John W. 
Garrett, who was his closest business 
friend and whom he appointed a member of 
the university board of trustees, tried his 
best to get the board to carry out Mr. Hop- 
kins’ intention, and when the majority of 
the trustees set to work under the authority 
of the Legislature to acquire possession of a 
lot in the centre of the city and to erect the 
university buildings upon it Mr. Garrett, 
with two other trustees, fought the majority 
continuously. The contest was exceedingly 
bitter, and a great deal of ill-feel ing was en- 
gendered, but the majority ruled, and the 
university buildings now cover parts of three 
central squares of city. When John W. 
Garrett died it was thought that Robert Gar- 
rett would succeed his father in the Johns 
Hopkins trusteeship, but the bad feeling re- 
mained, and so did the vacancy: Last De- 
dember, however, after over two years of 
silent waiting, the tees voted unanimously 
for Robert as his father’s successor. Now 
comes a still greater surprise. ‘he statement 
is made today that Miss Mary Garrett, the 
only daughter of John W. Garrett and the 
richest woman in the United States, hus 
offered to give the university permanently 
the annual sum of $35,000 to sustain a scien- 
tific school in connection with the university 
m case her father’s views as to the site of 
the institution are carried out. The uni- 
versity is not as rich as many people suppose, 
and its expenses are fully equal to its income. 
The offer is a tempting one, and the trustees 
are doing a great deal of quiet thinking.

A SUCCESSOR TO GEN. MERRITT AT 
WEST POINT. 


Gen, Parke Thought to Have the Best 
Chance for the Place—The Military Acad- 
amn Command as a Stepping-Stone to a 

Brigadiership—The Mileage Fund Get- 
ting Low—Maj. Benteen Rebuked by the 
President—Secretary Endicott’s Endless 
Private Secretaries. 

Wasmixorox, D. C., April 22.—[Special. ]— 
Gen. Merritt, the newly-appointed Brigadier- 
General, will not be relieved from the com- 
mand of the Military Academy until after the 
close of the annual examinations in June 
next. This conclusion has been reached be- 
cause itis thought desirable that Gen. Mer- 
ritt’s successor should take charge with the 
beginning of the new academic term rather 
than to break in at the close of the present 
_year. Gen. Parke of the Engineer Corps, it 
is firmly believed by officers around the War 
Department, will succeed Gen. Merritt. It is 
well known that Secretary Endicott is in 
favor of having the Engineer Corps repre- 
sented at the academy this year, and that he 
considers Gen. Parke just the officer for the 
place. Unless the President should have 
other views it is therefore reasonably 
certain that Gen. Parke upon his re- 
turn from Europe, whither he sails 
today, in August next will go directly to the 
academy. The fact that he has rearranged 
his plans so as to return a few weeks earlier 
than he originally intended is taken as an- 
other indication that he has the academy in 
view. Gen. Parke’s prospects for the posi- 
tion of Chief of Engineers two vears hence 
when Gen. Duane retires are also considered 
bright. Should he receive the appointment 
the Superintendency of the Military Academy 
would then go down in the history of military 
appointments as the stepping-stone to a 
Brigadier-Generalship. The changes in de- 
partment commands that were expected to 
take place upon the appointment of Gen. Mer- 
ritt will, it is now stated at army head- 
guarters, probably not be ordered until 
after the ist of July. The absence of 
mileage and transportation funds has forced 


this conclusion. Gen. Terry will remain 
in command of the Department of the Mis- 
souri until Gen. Merritt has been relieved 
from the Military Academy. What 22 
will then be made cannot now be definitly 
stated. There, is, as might be expected, a 
lively competition among the rigadier- 
Generals for the Missouri command. 

The Paymaster-General reports that the 
mil fund has dwindled down to $4,000, 
and that there are outstanding bills cover- 
ing nearly half of this sum.

THE DISPUTE WITH CANADA, 


Lord Salisbury’s Proposition Favored—The 
Collection of Information. 

Ortawa, Ont., April 22.—Though the Minis- 
ters will make no statement on the subject, it 
is believed that there is good authority for 
the report that Lord Salisbury has offered to 
revert to the fishery clauses of the Washing- 
ton Treaty without compensation. This, 
however, is only one branch of the offer, 
Lord Salisbury is understood, first, to sug- 
gest the appoimtment of a commission 
to mark the limits within which 
American fishermen under the treaty 
of 1818 cannot . fish. The other 
proposal is an alternative one. Among Nova 
Scotians the proposal to return to the Wash- 
ington treaty clauses is favorably received, 
even though no indemniflcation be proposed.

rate information on this“subject.

Genealogy of Abraham Lincoln. 

The April number of the New England His- 
torical and Genealogical Register has an article, 
written by Samuel Shackford of this city, 
tracing the descent of Abraham Lincoln to 
Samuel Lincoln, who left England in 1637, 
and was an early settler at Hingham, Mass. 
Many of these facts were originally contrib- 
uted to Tue Trisungs by the author some 
years ago, but since then he has collected 
further evidence, so that now, while it is not 
„ oven that Abraham Lincoln was 
of New England stock, there is no reasona- 
ble doubt that such was the case. 

The fourth son of Samuel was Mordecai. 
He was born in 1657, and was a blacksmith b 
trade. About 1704 he moved to Scituate an 
took part in starting a furnace for the smelt- 
ing of iron ore. is children by his first 
wife were Mordecai, born in 1686; 
Abraham, born in 1689, Isaac and 
Sarah. There is nothing to show 
that the first two of these continued to live 
in New England, no record of marriage, of 
children, or of death. The will of Mordecai, 
the father, was made in 1727. It indicates 
that his two eldest sons were then alive and 
had children, and also that they were not 
living anywhere near him, for younger sons 
are made executors. 7 

Before ot ig ort 1714, a Mordecai Lin- 
coln married, Hannah Salter of Freehold, 
Monmouth County, N. J., daughter of Rich- 
ard Salter. In 1720 and 1726 the latter con- 
veyed land to Mordecai Lincoln, who at the 
date of the last deed was living in Chester 
County, Pennsyivania. A Pennsylvania deed 
of 1725 shows that Mordecai was then living 
in Coventry, Chester County, and was en- 
gaged in the manufacture of iron, like his as- 
sumed father. From 1722 to 1787 there was 
an Abraham Lincoln living in Monmouth 
County, New Jersey. He went to Pennsyl- 
vania soon after 1737 and settled in Chester 
County, ay, ge probably to be near 
his brother. e was by trade a black- 
smith, like his presumptive father. Four 
of his sons bore the names of sons 
of the older Mordecai of Scituate. There is 
nothing in the dates of birth of Abraham’s 
children or those of his brother to show that 
the parents were not born between 1686 and 
1689.

AMERICAN USE OF STIMULANTS. 


Enormous Increase Since 1840—Coffee Su- 
perseding Stronger Beverages. 

Wasuineoton, D. C., April 14—The quar- 
terly report of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics (just out) shows that the consump- 
tion of distilled spirits in this country in- 
creased from 438,000,000 gallons in 1840 to 
72,000,000 in 1886, of wines from 4,800,000 gal- 
lons to 22,000,000, and of malt liquors from 
23,000,000 to 642,000,000. An elaborate state- 
ment made by F. N. Barrett. editor of the 
New York Grocer, is given, which sets forth, 
among other things, that the present aver- 
age expenditure in this country per annum 
for malt and 1 liquors and beer at 
retail is 700, 000,000. The drinkin or 
tion is estimated to be (in 1886) 14,925,417, 
making the average expenditure per capita 
$45.90. Mr. Barrett shows by tables covering 
the five years from 1882 to 1886, inclusive, 
that the consumption of spirits is decreasing, 
while that of beer is increasing, and that 
there is a reduced use of wine as a beverage. 
“ During this period,” he says, “the con- 
sumption of coffee has risen from 8 2-10 
pounds per capita to 9 11-100 pounds. Do not

FREETRADE WITHCANADA 


CONGRESSMAN HITT’S VIEWS IN A LET- 
TER ON THE SUBJECT. 


Our Troubles with Canada Can Never Be 
Permanently and Satisfactorily Settled 
Kxcept by Commercial Union and the 
Removal of All Restrictions upon Trade 
and Intercourse—Canada’s Power to 
Regulate Her Trade Independent of the 
British Government—Beneficial Results. 

Wasuineton, D. C., A 11. — [Editor 
Philadelphia American. For several years 
Ihave believed that our troubles with Can- 
ada would never be permanently and satis- 
factorily settled by any measure short of 
commercial union, and the removal of all re- 
strictions upon trade and intercourse between 
the two countries. As to other nations, both 
could maintain a tariff, set limitations upon 
fishing privileges and upon participation in 
the coast trade; but as to each other every 
barrier should be swept away in a commer- 
cial union. 

Partial arrangements and half-way meas- 
ures must fail hereafter, as they have all 
failed heretofore, and troubles arise again. 
The reason lies in the position and circum- 
stances of the two nations. Canada, howev- 


er large it may appear on the map, is really 
a long, unequal strip of population, extend- 
ing from east to west thousands of miles, 
everywhere right beside us. The portions 
or provinces along the line differ widely in 
many respects, but they agree in this, that 
they seem to be less to each other than to the 
States close at hand. 

The natural lines of commerce for the ex- 
change of products are not so much east and 
west as north and south. It is the unlike 
products coming from different latitudes that 
seek exchange. Intercourse, active and profit- 
able, there will always be between this coun- 
try and Canada. Restrictions irritate and 
are always liable to breed troubles. Now, if 
they can be removed without injury to either 
party, the Canadian question will disap . 
and two harmonious peoples will * 
side each other with mutual good will and re- 


spect. 

The fishery question has been four times 
settled, as statesmen supposed, first by one 
and then another 1 all of which 
proved temporary; and it is again in dispute. 
The trading intercourse has been under in- 
cessant discussion. The partial reciprocity 
treaty of 1854 was at first popular and promis- 
ing. It included a considerable list of articles 

mutually admitted free. But 
the ill fortune that has attended all our 
a the north soon appeared here 
again. e reciprocity proved one-sided, and 
we terminated it after twelve years’ trial. 
So skillfully had it been framed, so far were 
we outwitted in negotiation, that under it we 
had given to the Canadians a market free of 
duty for $229,000,000 worth of their products, 
while they gave us a free market for scarce. 
alf as much. It admitted into the United 
States free of duty 04 per cent of all Canada 
sold us, while they collected duties on 42 per 
cent of all sold to them. It gave them our 
great market free for their crops, in com 
tion with our own farmers, and it excluded 
our manufactures from Canada. To this or 
any other partial arrangement the people of 
the United States will never again consent. 

They would probably accept commercial 
union, with unrestricted trade, common fishin 
rights, and coast trade privileges. An equai- 
ized tariff would abolish the expensive double 
line of custom-houses and officers along the 
border, and all consular service in Canad 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. This woul 
be a large saving to both sides. The coast 
provinces could freely sell coal to New En- 

land, and Pennsylvania could supply coal to 

pper Canada. The Manitoba farmers could 
buy their implements and supplies and séll 
their crops in St. Paul, or where they pleased. 
It would give Western farmers free lumber, 
and would open a wide market for the pro- 
ducts of the Canadian forests. It would se- 
cure to our fishermen rights to fish on every 
shore clear to the pole, to buy bait and every- 
ting else, and it would give our people free 

sh. 

The tariff would have to be the same, and 
internal revenue taxation the same, in 
Canada and the United States, or there would 
be infinit fraud and disturbance of trade. 
This would require some changes, but not 
great ones. The Canadian tariff is now not 
very far from ours. It collects on the total 
imports into Canada about 10 per cent lower 
average ag | than does ours on the total im- 
ports into the United States. The internal 
revenue taxes on whisky and tobacco are now 
not very different. 

Receipts from revenue might fairly be di- 
vided between the two countries according 
to population. The rate of reyenue now col- 
lected by our Government from customs and 
internal revenue is about $6.07 per inhabi- 
tant; that in Canada is about $5.90. In a com- 
mercial union, with a common tariff and the 
border free, probably a larger part of the 
imports of Canada than at present would 
enter by way of New York and the New En- 
gland ports, and the receipts at Canadian 
ports would, of course, correspondingly fall 
off. This would have to be adjusted by pass- 
ing over a fair proportion of the revenue to 
Canada.

Every one would see the benefits 
of a wider market for our manufactures and 
an ampler supply of raw materials. Our rap- 
idly-disappearing forests—which will be all 
gone in twenty-five * at the present rate 
of destruction—would be reinforced by the 
vast woods of Canada. 

Many of our people distrust reciprocity 
treaties and changing revenue laws by diplo- 
macy. Thatis the proper work of Congress 
and of Congress alone. Some would fear that 
a common tariff with a foreign country would 
make the whole system unchangeable in — 
particular without the consent of both, an 
thus practically put it beyond the power of 
Congress, where the Constitution puts it. 
But we can at any time withdraw froma 
commercial union if it works unfairly, and no 

wer can be taken from Congress, or be even 
: 8 except by the action of Congress 
tse 


It may be said that the o ition of En- 
gland will be fatal—that negotiations must be 
through the British Government, which would 
never consent to be placed in a less favorable 

ition than the United States by the Cana- 
ian tariff. It is not certain whether she has 
the power to control the question, or the 
sition to stubbornly oppose the measure. Sir 
Alexander Galt said in 1880 and at other times 
that Canada had the whole power over duties. 
Tne Marquis of Lorne, vernor-General, 
saidin 1 to the Canadian Parliament: 
“You have the power to make treaties on 
your own responsibility with forei na- 
tions’’; but he added, and your High Com- 
missioner is associated, for a of nego- 
tiation, with the Foreign Office.”’ 

In fact, they have legislated as they pleased, 
touching the tariff upon English as well as 
other goods. The limitof their treaty-mak- 
ing power would seem to exclude ada 
from making any treaty affecting the Domin- 
ion as a portion of the British Empire. udg- 
ing by the past and by the facility with whic 
England has consented to each step in Cana- 
dian independence, itis not hkely that the 
Imperial Government would inflexibly resist 
a general desire of the Canadian people for a

THE DUTCH GAP CANAL. 


Why the Work Upon It Was Suddenly 
Abandoned. 

At a recent reunion in Boston of the Sixth 
Massachusetts Regiment Gen. Butler related 
some facts which have never before been gen- 
erally known in connection with the army of 


the James before Richmond in the winter of 4 


1864-5. He said: 

„We, the Army of the James, lay, the 13th 
of September, 1864, along the river just 
outside the lines at Richmond, near 4 place 
known as Dutch Gap. We could not take the 
forts on the river, as the railroads were open 


and they were protected by ironclads. e 
de of the river around the bend would 


not allow the Union fleet to come up, and 


Gen. ee the —— * * 2 Y, — 
myself made an inspection o e place, 
decided that we could cut a canal — the 
country for a short distance, and thus avoid 
the extreme shallow places in the river, 80 
that our ironclads might come up and force 
the Confederates back from the river, aud 
the land forces would follow. Work was 
25 was almost com- 
pleted. We were surrounded by Rebel mor- 
tars, and, as the shells would occasionally 
drop into the canal, holes were dug into the 
perpendicular sides of the ditch, and when- 
ever a lookout stationed at the top of the em- 
bankment cried out ‘shells’ the men Would 
run into the holes which had been dug for 
that purpose. The commander of the fleet 
was as anxious to come up to us as we were 
to have him, and in twenty-four hours we 
should have had a way ninety feet wide and 
sixteen feet deep for our ships, when we sud- 
denly stopped work. Why! The press and 
country in general condemned me and said: 
‘Another Butler failure.’ I said nothing at 
the time, and have said nothing until now. 
And Iwill tell you why I sto men 
from working. I received a letter froma 
General, and have that same paper in —4 poe. 
session now (I have always had a habit of 
keeping documents) [laughter], ordering me 
to stop work at once, as, if the canal was 
completed, the Confederates could get down 
as easily as we could got up. As it was, the 
Confederate boats did down. and the 
Union ships, leaving the land forces without 
any supper’. ~ for Fort Monroe in such 
haste that they crashed through a bridge of 
pontoon boats without waiting for them to be 
removed. Hence Dutch 8 Canal was not a 
success at the time, but it has since proved 
so, all the river trade through it, 
none going by way of the bend in the river, 
which dried up. and today Dutch Gap 
Canal is the only thing constructed during 
the War that is at present of any earthly use 
to mortal man.”

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


Palace Cars Deserted—One Curious Effect of 
the Inter-State Commerce Law. 

New ‘York, April 19.—The latest charge 
laid at the door of the Inter-State Commerce 
lawis that it has reduced the number of 
travelers in drawing-room and sleeping cars. 
“When the law went into effect,“ said a 


Broadway ticket agent yesterday, the rail- 


roads had to call ip their passes. Many of 
these were hela by people who used to travel 
a great deal more than was necessary, simply 
because they had free rides. As they didn’t 
have to pay railroad fare they always felt 
able to indulge in a chair or a berth. Now 
that their free rides are a thing of the past 
they stay at home more, and when they do 
about from one city to another they just 
bu an ordinary ticket and then slide by the 
palace-car window as if they had never seen 
it before and didn’t. know what it was in- 
tended for. Cheap railroad fares have al- 
ways been a boon to the palace-car companies, 
and every war has meant a rush of business, 
first because more people travel, and second, 
because those who get the reduced rates felt 
more like spending something extra for the 
best accommodations. I've noticed this fact 
every time the roads have fought one another 
for years.” | 
This same reasoning has been expounded in 
Wall street lately, too; but there the other 
side, the friends of the sleeping and drawing- 
room car n ways asserted 
that the abolition of the passes has not hurt 
their business. Travel has been light for the 
last two or three weeks, anyway. Passes on the 
special cars have always been much rarer than 
free railroad tickets.

A Garden of Pansies. 

Vick’s Magazine: I have had in the heat 
of summer, where the sun lay till late in the 
afternoon, pansies an inch and three-quarters 
across, from seed two years old from the 
florist, and a 10-cent packet in the beginning. 
I used a mixture of cow manure, partly- 
rotted forest leaves, and wood ashes. Three 
quarts of ashes to a bushel of manure is 
enough, but two-thirds of the soil of the bed 
of the manure and leaves is not too much for 
pansies. It makes no difference whether the 
manure is fresh or rotted that I can see, but 
it is best to have it buried with a couple of 
inches of rich soil over it in which to set the 
seedings. 

A mulch of grass or leaves round the plants 
will keep the ground from drying, but if it is 
not rainy they should be watered every night. 
I think itis best to plant the seed in a large 
box fillea with the mixture mentioned, and 
in the same proportion; as the seedlings are 
rather slow in growth they can be easier 
cared for in this way when small. | 

Young plants beginning to bloom, covered 
with evergreen boughs during the winter, 
bloom best in spring and early summer for 
me. And s planted as early as possible 
in the spring do best for late summer and fall. 
Pinching out the heart of the plants when 
small will make them branch more freely. 

the summer the size of the flowers 
can be kept up by watering two or three 
times a week with water in which cow 
manure has been soaked till the color of 
strong coffee. You can hardly give them too 
much of it. If it gets on the leaves rinse 
them with clean water. Pick off the faded 
blossoms. If you want seed tie a rag around 
the largest, finest blossoms, and leave but 
one seed-pod on a plant till ripe.

Skull of an Unknown Animal. 

One of the most interesting additions yet made 
to the collection of natural curiosities in the 
State Historical Society was received by Libra- 
rian Williams yesterday through Col. J. K. 
Moore, private secretary of Gov. McGill. The 
specimen consists of a petrified skull, which was 
found by William S. Couplin of St. Peter near 
Fort Fettermen, Wyo., last fall. In form it is 
about a foot long, rather narrow, and about six 
inches through the thicker part of the head from 
neck to top. The teeth are very marked and the 
ivory in an excellent condition. There are 
two prongs or tusks about two and one-half or 
three inches in length, slightly curved, set in the 
upper jaw at the extreme front; and below, from 
the lower jaw, there are two corresponding 
prongs of about the same length and size. The 
rest of the teeth are more or less pointed, though 
the general shape is not nearly so long as the 
two prongs. All the indications of the teeth 

int to a carniverous animal. The lower jaw 
s quite clear of the surrounding stone and the 
done is in an excellent state of. preserva- 
tion. The interior of the head is filied with 
a hard, white stone formation about as 
hard as granit. When found the specimen 
was above ground on a knoll, and near it a solid 
block of stone which evidently contained a part 
of the animal. The specimen was found alon 
the line of the Chicago & Northwestern Railro 
As to what kind of an animal it was those who 
examined it are in doubt, though to some it has 
the appearance of being related to the bear. The 
upper jaw has been slightly twisted, and this 
only serves to show how wicked a mouth was 
owned by this prehistoric monster. The inside 
measurement of the mouth must have been from 
eight to nine inches from the front to the back 
portion.—St, Paul Pioneer-Prese.

Why Woman Should Be a Centre of Order 
—What Makes a Well-Ordered, Pleasant 
Home—Punctuality One of the First 


Requisits— The Management of a House- 
hold a Matter of Business—The Moral 
and Physical Influence of a Well-Ordered 
House. 

London Queen: If woman is a balm of dis- 
tress, she should also be the centre of order. 
It is impossible to overestimate the impor- 
tance of orderly habits not merely to herself 
but to her relations and friends. When early 
acquired they become a kind of instinct, dis- 
comfort and disorder disappearing before 
them as if by magic. For the orderly ar- 
rangement of a household by no means de- 
pends upon the amount of money that is 
spent in it, but rather on the orderly habits 
of its mistress. Of course, clever servants 
can do a great deal; but even they become 
demoralized in time when the mistress and 
the young ladies of the house are not or- 
derly. 

It is the details of comfort supplied by the 
women who take care of it that make a 
home. The family sense of well-being does 
not consist in the romantic surroundings, or 
architectural beauty, or artistic furnishing 
of a house, so much as in the cleanliness, the 
neatness, the punctuality—in a word, the or- 
der of its interior economy. These are the 
outward and visible signs of the character of 
a good housekeeper. 

How can I tell her? 
By her cellar, 
Cleanly shelves and whitened walls. 
I can guess her 
By her dresser, 
By the back staircase and hall, 
And with pleasure

Do you notice grease-spots 
gue Do you take them out, or merely 
old them over? A lady said to me, ‘What 
can be worse than a glove that has been 
mended?’ ‘A glove that wants mending,’ I 
replied.” 

nese may seem to be small things, but 
they show that there are too many girls like 
a certain lazy, fashionable young lady, who 
the other day was heard giving the follow- 
ing piece of sententious advice: Never put 
off till tomorrow what you can get your motk- 
er to do today.” 

One of the first requisites of a well-ordered 
home is punctuality. If there is no regard 
for time, a “‘ happy-go-lucky”’ administration, 
there is always more or less friction. Trains 
run at a particular hour. Schools and offices 
begin at a certain time. So, if the arrenge- 
ments of a house are not punctual its in- 
mates will always be in a wearying, irritating 
hurry, and yet never in time. apoleon’s 
cook always had a roast chicken ready” for 
his master at any time he called for break- 
fast, use every quarter of an 
hour he put a fresh chicken down 
to roast. If we cannot afford 
so many chickens, we must be punctual to 
the settled hour of meals. A lady of experi- 
ence. observes that a good way to pick out a 
husband is to see how patiently he waits for 
dinner when it is behindtime.

world? Certainly; for the management of a 
household is as much a matter of business as 
the management of a shop or of a counting- 
house. It requires method, accuracy, organ- 
ization, industry, economy, discipline, tact, 
knowledge, and capacity for adapting means 
toends. Allthisis of the essence of busi- 
ness, and hence business habits ought to be 
cultivated by girls who aspire to succeed in 
life. Mr. Bright has said of boys: Teach a 
boy aritkmetic thoroughly and he is a 
made man.” Why? use it teaches 
him method, accuracy, value, propor- 
tions, relations. But does nota pir require 
to learn arithmetic as much as does a boy? 
She does; for when she becomes a wife, if 
she is not up to her business—that is, the 
management of her domestic affairs in con- 
formity with the simple a of arith- 
metic—she will, through sheer ignorance, be 
liable to commit extravagances which may 
be miost injurious to her family peace and 
comfort. ethod, which is the soul of busi- 
ness, is also of great importance in the 
home. The unpunctual woman, like the 
unpunctual man, occasions dislike because. 
she consumes and wastes time. To the busi- 
ness-man time is money; but to the business- 
woman method is more—it is peace, comfort, 
and domestic prosperity. 

The dying pauper, in the old story, was 
told by the e that Heaven was not for 
„the likes of Aim,” and that he ought to be 
very thankful to have another place to go to. 
If home is what women make it, not a few 
poor husbands have to reflect with sorrow 
that there is no heaven of domestic felicity 
for the likes of them.“ 

The cause of many a man’s ruin has been 
the muddle in his own house, the repulsive- 
ness of his own fireside, so that he has been 
driven to find an appearance of cheerfulness 
in the inn and public house. While he has 
been learning habits of dissipation that have 
culminated in the ruin of his body and estate, 
his wife, meanwhile, sitting at home “ nurs- 
ing her wrath to keep it warm,“ has become 
soured and chronically ill-tempered. A man 
must bea miracle of patience if, on return- 
ing from the fatigues of his daily labor, and 
finding a black fire, the sitting-room in a lit- 
ter, his children squalling, and his wife vexed 
and annoyed at her incapacity to correct the 
muddle, he is not also touched with the like 
infirmity and becomes fretful and impatient. 
A clean, fresh, and well-ordered house exer- 
cises over its inmates a moral no less than a 
physical influence, and has a direct tendency 
to make the members of the family sober, 
peaceable, and considerate of the feelings 
and happiness of each other.

A similar epitaph might be placed over the 
grave of every woman who, when alive, was 
acentre of order.

Care and tidi- 
ness make old garments look better than the 
new ones of rich girls who take no care of 
them.

sauce boats, compotiers, etc. The centrepiece 
consists of a beautiful flower and fruit basket, 
surmounted by a blue and gold statuet of the 
Queen; the basket is further ornamented with a 
number of small medallion portraits of the vari- 
ous members of the royal family. 


The Empress Eugénie is still living near 
Posilippo, leading a simple life at the Villa Dela- 
hante. Dr. Scott, who went with the Prince Im- 

rialto Zululand, and who brought back his 

mperial * r body to England, is at pres- 
ent one of the guests at the Villa Delahante.. 
The Empress goes to mass in the morning, and, 
after a walk along Posilip road, returns for 
déjeuner at il.

etters. Her Majesty at present takes great in- 
terest in M. Detailleur’s plans for the splendid 
chapel at Farnborough which is to receive the 
remains of the Emperor Napoleon III. and of the 
Prince Imperial. The Empress is expected to 
remain about two months more at Naples. 


Exactly a decade has passed since Miss E. 
A. Ormerod issued a small report on the insects 
which are injurious to English food cro and 
started that great entomological work which has 
since produced such useful results. It was one 
of a very few pages, and her helpers were about 
a dozen in number. She is now the consulting 
entomologist to the Royal Agricultural Society, 
while the Government has made a start towards 
a practical department of agriculture by the 
issue of a series of able works on the damage 
done by injurious insects, and its prevention. 
During the last week Miss Ormerod’s tenth an- 
nual report has been issued by Messrs. Simpkin, 
Marshall & Co., and this bears evidence of the 
vast extent to which her self-imposed and pub- 
lic-spirited work has extended. She has her 
helpers in all parts of England; in Germany 
and France on the European Continent; in 
America and Canada; and most of the Anti- 
podean colonies; and the result of all their ob- 
servations is compressed into a most excellent | 
pamphlet of 120 large quarto pages. 


Late Parisian Novelties in Bonnets. 
The latest novelties in headgear are bonnets 
composed of different kinds of grain. One of 
green oats, with a tuft of dandelions (flowers, 
foliage, and the feathery heads composed of the 
seeds) set in the front, was exceedingly pictur- 
esque. I admired also a bonnet in ripe oats with 
a cluster of the grain confined in the front of the 
crown with aloop of dark heliotrope velvet, 
while above this cluster was placed carelesly 
three or four large velvet china-asters in 
shades of heliotrope and lilac. Clusters of 
wheat, bottle-green and golden-ripe, inter- 
mixed with dandelions and corn- flowers, 
served as trimming for an elegant black lace 
bonnet. The dandclion is an especial favorit 
amongstthe artificial flowers of season, as 
stiff upright clusters are much more in vogue 
than graceful drooping ones, and the feathery 
seed-vessels give such a graceful and picturesque 
variety to every group into which they are intro- 
duced. Toques, with the rather h crown 
draped with Sicilienne or cré 
or covered with two bands 
plaid ribbon, the brim being 
straw covered with velvet either plain or 
dotted with jet, are very much in vogue this sea- 
sen. The immensely high-crowned hats are de- 
cidedly going out of fashion, though some few are 
still shown, mostly in black straw, with the high 
crown veiled with folds of Chantilly lace, held in 
place by long jet arrows. Wide-brimmed hats, 
with the velvet-lined brim caught up at one side. 
are shown in black. or gray, orabeige straws, and 
are trimmed with satin ribbon and ostrich ti 
but the crowns are reduced to a respectable alti. 
tude.— Licy Hooper's Paris Letter. 


A Horn Growing from a Human Head. 
An interesting addition has just been made to 
the museum of the Hospital Saint Louis, in 
Paris, ip the shape of a strong and solid horn, 
which has been surgically removed from the 
head of a woman residing at Hyeres, in the Ri- 
viera. This appendage grew from the scalp, was 
twenty-one centimeters (eight inches) long, and 
in appearance and consistence resembles the 
horn of a goat. This deformity is rare, but not 
so much so as is generally imagined. Oloquet, 
the eminent anatomist, records a case, and De- 
marquay has collected fifty-nine cases. The late 
Sir Erasmus Wilson gives a very complete ac- 
count of the deformity in the twenty-seventh 
volume of the * Transactions of the Royal Med- 
ical and Chirurgical Society.” Out of ninety 
cases mentioned therein, forty-four .were in fe- 
males, thirty-nine in males, and the sex of seven 
is unrecorded.
